HAW1 HOKNK'S GOOD OPENING. 

Monday was the beginning of the end of rac- 
ing at Hawthorne for the season of 1899. The 
handsome Cicero course will run for two weeks 
and then close its gates until next spring. 

Hawthorne has been most lucky in having 
excelhnt racing weather and yesterday was no 
exception. The afternoon was warm and 
bright, and the track, while not at its best, 
woald have been fast but for the lnmp6. Some 
good time was made in the races. 

Capt. J. W. Rees was absent from the judge’s 
stand and the racing was taken care of by 
Harry Knhl and Mr. W. B Letcher. Dick 
Dwyer, as nsoal, wielded the flag. 

The card offered was an exceptionally well 
balanced one and apt inklings of cless could bs 
found in every corner of it. 

The steeplechase over the ehort course and a 
condition race at three-quarters were the prin- 
cipal feature?, and both furnished stirring 
contests. 

The Chicago race-going public seems to be 
fond of the jumping game, and when the held 
went to the post for the steeplechase the upper 
part of the grandstand, which affords a most 
excellent view, was crowded to ite limit. 

The lot was well bonched as it got away. 
Cheesemite took the lead early and was the 
pacemrker throughout, but she could do*; stand 
the pres are at the end, and eventually fioished 
second to Globe II. The latter was a heavily 
played favorite. O’Brien handled him skil- 
fully. Globs II. is a beginner at the gstne. 
O'Brien nnrsed him cleverly the entire route 
and never made a move nutil the last fence was 
topped. Then he sent him along like a flash. 
Globs II. outran ths others and won with some- 
thing in reserve. 

Out of the six furlongs condition race came a 
rattling good finish. Georgia won, bnt only by 
a nose and after a terrific drive ali through the 
final furlong. The entire bnnch seemed to 
break well, but Hindoonet propped and Lord 
Fairfax wheeled and both were left. News- 
gatherer wes the horse that Georgia nosed out 
and had he been ridden by a stronger jockey, 
the result would undoubtedly have been differ- 
ent. Master Dugan did the best he could, but 
Newegatherer is a heavy-headed, loafing hor»e 
and the boy could not help him much when the 
pinch came. Ge >rgie is a speedy filly and 
everythipg considered, her price was false. 

Jackanapes and Tappan fonght it ont for the 
oine furlong race and Jackanapes, principally 
through Burns’ superior jockeyahip over Rose, 
won by a narrow margin. Plantain, the fav- 
writo, was overweighted and finished a distant 
fourth. 

P. Tomlinson A Co.’s good horse Cherry Leaf 
was sadly beaten by a fair lot in the last race 
Cherry Leaf was a natural 4 to 5 chance and 
the public bet ii°avily on him. He got off good 
enongh to win bat Yititoe did not seem to be in 
any harry to get home and the horse on his own 
courage finished fourth. Benm-villo won the 
race by a head in a hard drive from Catastro 
phe. On the winner M. Wob»r roue a very bad' 
raoe. 

The first race was an ca- j thing fur Mr. John- 
son. He was ridden by J. Winktield, and was 
basked from 4 to 1 down to St to 1. Mr. Johnson 
was olose to the rail all the way, and when 
the natural spread of tbe field came at the head 
•f the stretch he easily went to the front and 
beat Del Paso 11. 

After a hard drive Alic 3 Tnrner managed to 
win tbe seven fnrlong two-year-old race by a 
meek from Fiorizar.

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Major J. B. Malone, for several seas ms pre- 
siding judge at Hawthorne, will sell in the 
paddock at Hawthorne today at 12:30 p. in, 
sharp seven yearlings, four of which are by his 
fine stallion, Forest, whose two-year-old 
daughter, Bit of Fashion, ran so well at St. 
Louis lest summer that Barns A Waterhouse 
paid $5,000 for her and took her to Ban Fran- 
cisco, where she wili no donbt gain new laurels 
daring the coming winter. Major Malone 
th'nks the Forest — Dina filly and the Forest — 
Mas- alia colt are fully as good as Bit of Fashion. 
Of the other three yearlings two are by Lord 
Esterling, one being a full brother to Lord Weir. 
The other is a chestnnt colt by BUzes. 

E. Scott, Kansas City, Mo, — The short three- 
quarters at Brooklyn will be technically ex- 
plained later. Tbe Great Eclipse Course’ at 
Morris Park is a bead ir g first furlong and five 
furlongs straight. Tho course is practically 
straightaway and all down hill. The Withers 
mile is the inside circular track at Morrie 
Park. The Main Morris Park Course is a mile 
aDd five furlongs np hill for one mile then level 
for half a fnrlong and down bill for fonr and a 
half fnrlongs. 

The mare Maxine, formerly Fleur de Lis, ha9 
gone amiss, and will not be raced again. She 
will be shipped to J. B. Haggtn’s Elmenaorf 
! Stud in Kentucky. Sbe was a good mare when 
just right, and in heavy going was particularly 
dangerone. She won the $10,000 Borns Handi- 
cap ia Californi i last spring and was shipped 
east for tbe big handicaps but failed to land 
acy, thongh she won some quite creditable 
races. 

Hanover’s yearlings of next season, tbe last 
crop from this gieat racehorse and sire that 
will come under the auctioneer's hammer, num- 
ber sixty, of which thirty eight are colts and 
twenty-two fillies. Of the colts eighteen are 
chestnats, twelve bays, seven browns and one 
a bay or brown. The fillies are nine bays, nine 
chestnuts, two browns and two are bsy or 
brown.

A couple of two year-olds by Eolo belong- 
ing to Mr. Tarpey are sick at Sacramento. 

Mr C. B. Hawkins, of Woodford county, Ky„ 
has lately suffer- d a severe loss in the death of 
a fine yearling colt by Rossington— Heckle, by 
Longfellow. The colt met with some slight 
injary and died of lockjaw. 

Jockey Turner has applied to tho stewards of 
the Jockey Club for a lifting of the suspension 
imposed at Saratoga. Few balieve that ho will 
get the clemency he seeks.
